WASHINGTON, Oct. 24-—The 
Senate agreed today to a limitation 
of debate that is expected to bring 
a final vote on the administration 
neutrality bill, with repeal of the 
arms embargo, by Friday or Satur- 
day. 

Immediately after Majority Lead- 
er Barkley, speaking for the ad- 

inistration, and Senator Bennett 
Champ Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
speaking for the bloc opposed to re- 
peal of the embargo, had agreed 


to details of the time limitation, the 
Senate proceeded to consider 
amendments to the bill. 

In the closing days no Senator 
wil speak more than 45 minutes on 
the bill itself nor more than 45 
minutes on any amendment. Bark- 
ky agreed also that he would pre- 
vent, in so far as it was within his 
power, any effort to sidetratk 
relevant amendments through the 
parliamentary device of a motion 
to lay on the table. 

“But that will not apply,” Barkley 
gave warning, “to amendments that 
are introduced merely to slow up 
the progress of this measure.” 

Clark stipulated ‘that there 
should be no effort on the part of 
he majority to enforce long hours 
or the Senate. Barkley said that, 
since no committees were in ses- 
sion and the Senate had nothing 
to consider but the neutrality bill, 
he would insist on sessions begin- 
hing at 11 o’clock instead of noon, 
but ruled against night sessions. 
To this Clark agreed. 


Perfecting Amendments. 


By agreement of the Senate the 
irst-amendments to come up were 
— drafted by sponsors of the

There were 26 amendments thus 
far before the Senate to be consid- 
tred during the current week. Most 
of these, it is believed, will be 
Quickly disposed of. 

With scarcely any discussion the 
Senate agreed to one of Sen- 
alor Key Pittman’s amend- 
ments providing that the bar 
against credit be applied to private 
Gtizens of belligerent nations as 
well as governments.

It carried 220 
survivors of the sunken British 
liner Athenia to Halifax. The 
Athenia was. sunk. Sept.. 3. 
Twenty-four hours after the 
Stonegate’s seamen were taken 
aboard by the American vessel the 
cruiser Emden—bearing the same 
name as one of the most famous 
German raiders of the World War— 


The Emden’s commander de- 
clared that the City of Flint’s cargo 
of tractors, leather and other ship- 
ments consigned to Glasgow and 
Liverpool was contraband and 
placed a prize crew on the ship. 

When the vessel reached Tromso, 
the commander of the prize crew 
asked Norwegian permission to 
land the 38 Stonegate survivors. He 
classified them as prisoners of war. 


This permission was granted and 
the Stonegate seamen were landed.

CAPTOR OF CITY OF FLINT

HE German cruiser Emden, 
T reported captor of the Ameri- 

can steamer City of Flint, 
last was known in use as a train- 
ing ship for cadets, the authori- 
tative manual, Jane’s Fighting 
Ships, asserts. : 

Laid down in December, 1921, 
at Wilhelmshaven, and comniis- 
sioned Oct. 15, 1925, the Emden 
originally was designed for for- 
eign service, Jane’s reports, and 
particular attention thus was 
paid ‘to its accomodations. [ts 
masts and funnels were altered 
in’ 1926-27, and in 1934 it was 
converted to. an oil burner. It 
has a displacement of 5400 tons 
and is 493% feet long at the wa- 
terline, Its normal complement 
is 534 men. In trials, it exceeded 
the speed of 27.5 knots for which 
it was designed. 

The present-day Emden is the 
namesake.of one of the most fa- 
mous German raiders of the 
World War. On Nov. 9,:1914, the 
World. War Emden, after sinking 
17 vessels, waa destroyed off Co- 
cos Islands by the Australian 
cruiser Sydney.

Building Code Revision. 

Needed revision of the building 
code, expected to correct most of 
the existing faults in the regula- 
tions, has been under preparation 
for some time, said Building Com- 
missioner Charles A. Welsch at the 
morning session. 

Unsafe structural conditions were 
found in 1178 instances out of 29,- 
023 inspections in the last fiscal 
year, said Arthur T. Cochrane, 
chief building inspector. Some of 
the most serious hazards, he added, 
had oc@urred in small and seem- 
ingly unimportant interior altera- 
tions. 

W. E. Allen, Boiler and Elevator 
Commissioner, disclosed that an or- 
dinance was nearly ready for intro- 
duction for regulation and inspec- 
tion of air-conditioning and other 
refrigerating plants, except smaller 
household equipment, The boiler 
and elevator ordinances, he said, 
would be revised to meet national 
standards. 

Fraud on Buyers. 

Some of the schemes to defraud 
the buying public, uncovered by 
his department, were displayed by 
Louis G. Waldman, Commissioner 
of Weights and Measures. One of 
the most common causes of short- 
weight frauds, he related, is the 
practice of customers in asking for 
“a dime’s worth” of something in- 
stead of ordering by weight, meas- 
ure or count. 

Fire loss in St. Louis in the last 
six years was $6,611,384, compared 
with $11,826,933 in the preceding 
six years, said Fire Chief Lawrence 
C. Cornoyer; in the year ending 
last March 31 the fire loss was 
$781,983, or 991-3 cents per capita, 
the first time in 12 years the annual 
loss was less than $1,000,000.

the present high deficit. It can

I am hopeful that this 
institute will enable them to see 
that, in order to comply with their 
demands, some means of financing 
the increases must be accom- 
plished.” 


The services added in his time

Should a pending survey of the 
Government by a citizen’s commit- 
tee, the report of which is expected 
within a few months, suggest. pos- 
sible economies, they would be put 
into effect, the Mayor promised. 
Telling of the large volume of tax 
delinquency, he said that, if taxes 
could be collected virtually in full, 
the deficit could be wiped out in 
two years, after which the tax rate 
could be reduced. 

Mason and Cunningham Speak, 

President Mason of the Board of 
Aldermen outlined the broad legis- 
lative powers of that board and de- 
tailed the various checks in legisla- 
tive procedure. He said no ordi- 
nance had been passed over Mayor 
Dickmann’s veto in the last five 
years. The criticism that the Mayor 
dominated the board would have 
more force if based on a charge 
that legislation against the pub- 
lic interest resulted, he said. 
Aldermen, he concluded, might be 
politicians, but they realized the 
best politics was to make St. Louis 
a better city, without,too much tax 
burden, 

Deputy Comptroller Cunningham 
related the numerous powers of the 
Comptroller in exercising a fiscal 
check and preserving the city’s 
credit and told of some of the mis- 
cellaneous duties of the office, “Is 
it any wonder then,” he asked, 
“that the Comptroller has been 
designated the watchdog of the 
treasury?”

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CARL MILES APPROVES 
BASIN FOR STATUARY 


Asks If St. Louisans Are’ Still 
Upset About Naked Figures 
for Aloe Plaza. 


Carl Milles, Swedish-born sculp- 
tor, creator of the “Wedding of the 
Rivers” fountain for Aloe Plaza, 
viewed his jute-swathed figures to- 
day and gave his approval to the 
basin which the city has designed 
for them. 

Before going to the Park Plaza 
Hotel for breakfast, on his arrival 
from Detroit, he glanced at the 19 
bronze statues as they lay in the 
as yet unfinished basin opposite the 
station. 

“They look so big,” was his first 
comment on the incased shapes. “I 
hope no one will think they are 
that large. And I think it is unfor- 
tunate, too, that the Plaza is so 
narrow. The fountain should have 
more space. However, that cannot 
be helped now.” Aloe Plaza is one 
city block in width, between Mar- 
ket and Chestnut streets. 

He thought it appropriate, how- 
ever, that the fountain should be 
in front of a railroad station, and 
cited the fountains near the rail- 
road stations in Rome, Nuremburg 
and Stockholm as instances of well- 
directed civic art. 

Asks About Statues. 

At breakfast soon afterward, the 
artist asked a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: “Tell me, are people here 
still frightened by the naked fig- 
ures?” 

When told that people seemed to 
have become used to the idea, 
and that little objection had been 
heard recently, Milles commented 
that such objections seemed strange 
to him. “When people see naked- 
ness in the newspapers and on the 
stage constantly, why should they 
object to it in art?” he asked. 

Telling of the artist’s viewpoint, 
he went on: 

“All the artist sees is form and 
color. He does not see sex. The 
Greeks, a very civilized people, had 
many nude statues.” 

He quoted also a statement attrib- 
uted to David Livingstone, famous 
missionary to interior Africa, that 
the natives there, though unclad, 
were “the most moral people in the 
world.” 

After breakfast, Milles was driv- 
en to City Hall, pausing again at 
the Plaza to look at the shrouded 
figures and the basin of the foun- 
tain. He expressed the fear that 
the pool might be too small to give 
the figures the proper setting. 

Changes His Opinion. 

He seemed well satisfied, how- 
ever, after going over the blue-) 
prints of the basin with William 
Cc. E. Becker, chief engineer for 
the Board of Public Service, and 
after inspecting the basin in de- 
tail under Becker’s guidance. 

As to the unveiling date, he said 
that was in the hands of city of- 
ficials. He only hoped that every- 
thing would be complete before 
any of the statues are shown, 

Becker assured him that, un- 
less there are too many rainy au- 
tumn days, everything, including 
the planting of grass and trees, 
should be finished by Dec. 40. 
Milles said he would return for 
the unveiling. 

Talks About Old Times. 


The artist, 64 years old, is short 
and broad, with pink cheeks and 
heavy gray hair. He talked of art 
in St. Louis, saying this city ap- 
peared to have been an art center

TAX AND PERMIT PACT 
PROPOSED FOR P. 5. GU. 


Reorganizers Submit Plan to 
Estimate Board Which May - 
Act on It Tuesday. 


— 


A proposal for a tax and permit 
agreement between the City of St. 
Louis and the Public Service Co. 
was made today by representatives 
of the Committee on Reorganiza- 
tion of the company, which owns 
city and county street car and bus 
lines. 

The city Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, meeting in the 
Mayor’s office, took the proposal 
under advisement, and is expected 
to act on it next Tuesday. Indica- 
tions were that the proposal was 
favorably received. 

The proposal submitted was: 

The company will not oppose 
passage of the bill pending be- 
fore the Aldermen, placing a 5 per 
cent tax on gross receipts of 
busses, instead of the present 3 
per cent; estimated additional 
tax, $70,000 a year. 

The company agrees to apply to 
the Board of Public Service for 
permits to operate on the streets. 

No further fight will be made 
for the franchise rights claimed 

by the company, provided that the 
city places all forms of transpor- 
tation operating in the city on 
the same basis.. This would mean 
a 5 per cent tax on the gross re- 
ceipts of service cars. 

On street cars, the company 
would pay 2.7 per cent of gross 
receipts, and would continue pay- 
ing the present mill-per-passenger 
tax ($95,781 last year) and cost 
of pavement and repairs between 
rails and of snow removal ($124,- 
097 last year). It would no longer 
pay the franchise tax ($228,446 
last year). Net payment for street 
cars estimated to equal or exceed 
the yield of a 5 per cent tax.

F. Dickmann, Comptroller Louis 
Nolte and President William L. 
Mason of the Board of Aldermen;

The 
mill tax is 1 per cent of a 10-cent 
fare, and is a larger part of a 
reduced fare, such as that pdid 
with tokens at 4 for 35 cents, or 
shoppers’ tickets, two fares for 15 
cents.

Tells Meeting Women

Members of the Mid-Continent 
Dental Congress held the second 
Gay's general session of their an- 
nual clinic meeting at Hotel Jef- 
ferson this morning. The after- 
noon, following fraternity lunch- 
eons, was devoted to the work of sci- 
entific sections, meeting in six dif- 
ferent rooms of the hotel. A ban- 
quet will be held in the gold room 


at 6:30 o'clock this evening. 

A morning general meeting, and 
afternoon clinics tomorrow, will 
conclude the sessions. A meeting 
of dental assistants is scheduled 
for tomorrow morning. 

Dr. Walter C. McBride, director 
ef the children’s section, university 
of Detroit College of Dentistry, 
spoke in the geenral session today 
on “Operative Dentistry for Chil- 
dren.” He said children behave bet- 
ter in the dentist’s chair when par- 
ents are not present. : 

“Being alone with the dentist, 
he said, “literally speaking, seems 
to add about five years to the child's 
age, responses and behavior pat- 
tern. The reaction is almost mirac- 
ulous.” 

Dr. McBride criticised especially 
mothers who tell the young patients 
that “it won’t hurt,” thus causing 
him to become embittered when it 
does hurt; the parent who confuses 
the child by repeating the dentist's 
directions, and the mother who by 
look or with voice inflection con- 
veys to the child the “agony” she 
is enduring with him. 

Teeth of School Children. 

Dental surveys have disclosed 
that more than 90 per cent of 
American school children have de- 
fective teeth, Dr. Allen O. Gruebbel 
of Jefferson City, director of the 


dental division, State Health De- 


partment, said in an address this 
afternoon on “The Community 
Dental Health Problem.” 

The chief cause of this condition, 
he said, is neglect, and this can be 
remedied through education. 

It is a common experience, he 
said, to see children of immigrant 
families come to this country with 
fine hard teeth, only to fall prey 
to dental decay as increased pur- 
chasing ability encourages Ameri- 
ean tastes and habits in food. He 
recommended that the child should 
make his first visit to the dentist 
before he is 3 years old. 

Talk on Primitive Races’ Teeth. 

Dr. Weston A. Price of Cleveland, 
president of the research institute 
of the American Dental Associa- 
tion, addressed the general session 
last night on “Light From Primitive 
Races on How This Generation 
Could Improve the Next.” 

In extensive studies of 14 primi- 
tive races, Dr. Price said, he found 
that in isolated groups where the 
mative foods were eaten, the av- 
erage of teeth affected by decay 
was about one tooth per hundred. 
After the tribes had come in con- 
tact with modern civilization and 
had changed to the foods of mod- 
ern commerce, the average inci- 
dence of decay increased to more 
than 30 teeth per 100. 

An analysis of native foods, he 
said, showed them to average three 
to five times as high in body build- 
ing minerals and vitamins as the 
displacing foods of modern com- 
merce. 

In one of the exhibits connected 
with the meeting a demonstrator 
armed with an electric needle uses 
shortwave radio tmpulses, provided 
at the rate of 5,000,000 a second, to 
carve long strings from a piece of 
beefsteak, while another, “with a 
chisel working somewhat on the 
principle of a pneumatic drill, 
chisels grooves in a block of wood 
without any apparent effort.

Proposal 

When Adolf Hitler in 1934 ar- 
ranged a new orientation of East- 
ern Europe with Poland's late Mar- 
shal Josef Pilsudski, the Fuehrer 
left no doubt in the minds of the 
Poles that sooner or later Danzig 
and the Corridor problems must be 
solved, Von Ribbentrop said.

“These proposals were repeated 
by the Fuehrer personally in my 
presence and that of Ambassador 
Moltke and Lipski to former Pol- 
ish Foreign Minister (Jozef) Beck 
at Berchtesgaden on Jan. 15, 1939. 

Offer Put Before Beck. 

“The Fuehrer observed at this 
time that for no one but himsélf 
would it be possible to renounce 
the Corridor in such a manner. 
The next day in Munich and on 
Jan. 26 in Warsaw this offer was 
discussed in detail between Beck 
and myself. 

“On these occasions our proposals 
by no means were rejected by the 
Poles, but it was emphasized chat 
in view of internal difficulties, it 
would have to be examined most 
carefully and the Poles would at- 
tempt to improve Germane-Polish 
relations.

“Legislation cannot clarify our 
air,” said Tucker. “There is a need 
greater than a law if this is to be 
accomplished. The solution is not 
in the ordinance alone; it also lies 
in the hands of the press and the 
citizens. If they sincerely desire 
the abatement and elimination of 
smoke, there exists in the present 
administration a medium through 
which they can work and obtain re- 


sibility of this solution is placed in 
the hands of the smoke division, 
then the division may as well close 
its doors.” 

Tucker declared that the wash- 
ing of coal, required under the 
smoke ordinance, did not of’ itself 
reduce smoke, but, that by cutting 
down sulphur and ash content and 
improving heating value of coal, a 
fuel was obtained which burned 
more efficiently and thus contrib- 
uted to the reduction of air pollu- 
tion. He described the control of 
installation of heating devices and 
the control of importation of coal 
from approved mines, Washing, he 
said, was a preliminary step toward 
processing of Illinois soft coal to 
create a smokeless fuel for domes- 
tic use. 

The reduction early this year of 
the Illinois State appropriation for 
research on production of a smoke- 
less fuel from $300,000 to $180,000 
will not affect the expected _§ re- 
sults, in the opinion of the head 
of the Illinois Geological Survey, 
Tucker said. He added that the 
Illinois officials sincerely believed 
they could produce a smokeless fuel 
from local coal. 

“We sincerely believe that we 
have made progress,” the commis- 
sioner continued, with reference to 
abatement work in the city, “and 
data on file in our office will show 
a material reduction in the smoke 
from industry, commercial build- 
ings, apartment houses and rail- 
roads.” 

The domestic consumer is the 
Source of the greatest volume of 
smoke, he declared, on the ground 
that domestic users burned 50 per 
cent of the high volatile or bitumi- 
nous coal coming here, “and burns 
it in a most inefficient manner.” 
Conceding that permanent results 
in abatement had not yet been 
achieved, he maintained this lack 
of progress was due to public apa- 
thy, but that a solution was not 
impossible. Standards for installa- 
tion of oil burners and coal stokers 
have been set up, and rules for 
other types of heating devices will 
be printed shortly. 

Other points made by ‘Tucker 
were: Smoke costs the people of 
St. Louis $19,147,000 a year, as fig- 
ured by the Citizens’ Smoke Abate- 
ment League 10 years ago; the St. 
Louis Medical Society and various 
medical specialists have held that 
smoke is definitely a health prob- 
lem; the City Plan Commission 
has found that smoke had an ad- 
verse effect on real estate values, 
causing people to want to move 
from the older-central areas. 
Asked how long smoke has been 
a problem here, Tucker . replied: 
“The first recorded action against 
smoke was in 1864, in the form of 
a judgment for $50 rendered in 
favor of a plaintiff who sued his 
neighbor because of the emission 
of dense smoke.”

FOREIGN MISSION BODY 
REPORTS ON PROGRESS 


Congregational and Christian 
Church Speakers Tell of 
Gains in Asia, Africa. 


The American Board of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions be- 
gan its 130th annual meeting, in 
conjunction with the Midwest re- 
gional meeting of the Congrega- 
tional and Christian Churches, at 
Pilgrim Congregational Church, 
Union boulevard and Kensington 
avenue, this afternoon. 

Principal speakers at the open- 
ing session were the Rev. Dr. Oscar 


E. Maurer of New Haven, Conn., 
national moderator of the Congre- 
gational body; the Rev. Dr. Fred 
Field Goodsell, executive vice-presi- 
dent of the American board; the 
Rev. Dr. William F. Frazier, execu- 
tive vice-president of the Board of 
Home Missions, and the Rev. Dr. 
Rockwell Harmon Potter of Hart- 
ford, Conn., president of the Amer- 
ican board, who presided. 

Dr. Goodsell, telling of foreign 
missionary work, said: “The for- 
eign missionary movement of the 
last 200 years has been a tremend- 
ous success. There was a time 
less than a century ago when there 
was no Chinese Christian move- 
ment. There is today a vigorous 
National Christian Council in Chi- 
na, thinking and working in terms 
of evangelizing China. 


Advances in Japan. 


“Christianity is a new but vital 
factor in Japanese life today. A 
law was enacted this year by the 
Japanese Diet, recognizing Christi- 
anity as one of the indigenous re- 
ligions of Japan. 

“In India the number of Chris- 
tian people among her 350,000,000 
has trebled since 1900, and has in- 
creased 50 per cent in the. last 12 
years. 

“In Africa south of the Sahara 
there has been what Prof. Kenneth 
Scott Latourette of Yale calls ‘a 
prodigious growth.’ The number of 
communicants has multiplied five- 
fold since 1900. It has more than 
doubled in the last 13 years. 

“The world-wide Christian family 
is a fact, a reality today, and it is 
to be taken as evidence of the tre- 
mendous success of the modern for- 
eign missionary movement. Even 
so, this movement has barely be- 


gun.”

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 24 (AP). — 
Authoritative sources said today the 
European war had cut Mexico’s pe- 
troleum exports 58 per cent and 
that this might force an early so- 
lution of this country’s oil expro- 
priation dispute with the United 
States.

Iilinois officials, clarifying the 
situation for Missouri hunters, 
point out that “Illinois land” with- 
in the meaning of the ‘law, is land 
taxable by the State of Illinois. If 
a channel cuts off a bar from the 
mainland at certain stages of the 
water, the true test is not whether 
the land presents the appearance of 
an island but whether it is taxable 
in Illinois. 

As to what are legal blinds, here 
is the law: 


Legal Blinds Defined. 

Quoting from the Illinois statutes 
of 1937, Chapter 61, Section 74, 
Paragraph F-b—“It shall only be 
lawful to take migratory waterfow] 
from any fixed or artificial ambush 
when the said ambush is located 
within’ the lines of the natural 
covering of. reeds, canes, willows, 
flags, crooked brush, wild rice, or 
other standing vegetation, above 
the open waters of any lake, river, 


within the jurisdiction of the State 
from any tree or other elevated 
perch or point not more than ten 
(10) feet above the ground or water; 
or from a boat when secured or 
anchored. 


Thus, it is understandable that if 
the blind is located within the 
vegetation line of Illinois land, then 
the above law would apply and the 
hunters would have to procure 
an Illinois hunting license. 


Missouri hunters, to avoid taking 
out Illinois permits, must erect 
their blinds outside the line of 
natural vegetation: This likewise 
applies to Illinois hunters who come 
over to the Missouri side since Mis- 


souri has a similar statute.

‘Pop’ Has His Say. 

When a man has had as long a 
coaching experience as Glenn (Pop) 
Warner—46 years—he is worth lis- 
tening to when he talks about foot- 
ball. 

In a recent issue of a national 
weekly, Warner, on the general 
theme that the “game’s gone cold,” 
develops the fact that there is too 
much defense and not sufficient of- 
fense in football today. It’s a case 
of “stop the other team,” Pop says. 
He puts forth five rule changes 
to remedy the situation. One is to 
standardize the defense so that six 
men must be on the line of scrim- 
mage when the ball is snapped; an- 
other would eliminate the second 
half kickoff, placing the ball where 
it was and in whose possession it 
was at the second quarter’s end; a 
third would allow passing from any- 
where-behind the line of scrimmage 
instead of the present five-yard lim- 
it; the goal posts would be put 
back on the goal line, and lastly, no 
player would be permitted within 
five yards or three steps of a punt 
receiver.

As to Officials. 

What makes a: good football of- 
ficial? Of course, there are some 
coaches. who phrase the query dif- 
ferently, They ask, “Is there such 
a thing as a good football official?” 

Of course there are, and many of 
them in the various sections of the 
country. And, be it said, there are 
indifferent and bad ones, too. 

This observer, an official himself 
for many years, has worked some 
700 games and, counting three oth- 
ers, therefore has had contact with 
more than 2000 rule-interpreters in 
action. 

The first-class official should 
know the rules, first of all; then he 
should be fast enough to follow the 
play at all times; he shouldn’t be 
over-technical, and, above all, he 
should be self-effacing. The, fans 
don’t go out and pay their money to 
see the officials; they want to watch 
a ball game. A fine set of officials 
would be one that, say mid-game, 
most:of the fans asked “who’s work- 
ing this game?”, the question com- 
ing not because of the number of 
penalties called but because of the 
smooth procedure of the contest. 
Too often it’s the other way for 
an over-zealous, too-technical of- 
ficial could just about call a penalty 
of some sort on one in every two or 
three plays.

Fats, Meats Short. 


But the people cannot remain 
healthy on bread and potatoes. Civil- 
jan rations today are far short in 
fats and meats. At the moment, 
fruits, such as apples and grapes 
are fairly plentiful, as the crop Was 
good. Fresh vegetables would be 
sufficient if the rest of the diet 
were not so hard hit. But short- 
ages in other commodities have 
naturally increased the demand for 
fruits and vegetables, which foods 
are not rationed. Moreover, when 
the fresh fruit and vegetable season 
is over with the arrival of cold 
weather, the food outlook promises 
to be increasingly bleak. 

The extreme sparsity of butter, 
other fats, eggs and milk—with the 
vitamins they contain, and of other 


Such foods are needed to produce 
the energy to bolster up resistance 
against disease. They have inevit- 
ably a large bearing on morale. 
Their shortage today is partly off- 
set by fresh vegetables and fruit, 
but when these are not available 
and winter se.’ in, it is difficult to 
expect the a verage German civilian 
to have anything approaching his 
normal vitality or resistance to in- 
fection. 

Contributing to this problem is) 
the fact that for at least two years 
the Germans have not had a nor- 
mally balanced diet and thus en- 
tered the war without the normal 
“personal reserves” to withstand 
hardships now upon them. 


Psychological Effect. 

Psychologically, the effect of 
short rations today is patently large 
—all the more so since adult Ger- 
mans know the terrible hardships 
of the last war. It is commonly 
said by Germans today—whether 
or not this is scientifically precise 
—that the rations today are very 
similar to those of 1917. 

Today the standard rations for 
the German people include énly 500 
grams of meat—less than one 
pound, two ounces—per week per 
person. This ration is so low that 
ii appears probable that it can long 
be maintained. Germany has a 
serious fodder shortage for live- 
stock but neutral observers believe 
that enough animals and meat fod- 
der can be imported, primarily 
from Southeast Europe, to main- 
fain the extremely slender meat 
ration of today. 

Butter rations are tiny indeed 
tompared to the standards of the 
West. The 80 grams weekly al- 
lowed individuals on standard ra- 
tions has just been increased to 
112 grams—about one-quarter of a 
pound weekly per person—but 
simultaneously the ration of lard, 
Margerine and other fats are re- 
duced proportionately. The fat and 
butter ration combined has been 
270 grams weekly.

In the War Zone 


Stalin Following Old Policy of the Czars in 
Getting Territory — Threat to British 
Rule in India Revived. 


By T. R. YBARRA 
OSEPH STALIN might just as 
well get himself crowned Czar 
of all the Russias. For years 

he has wielded as much power as 
the old Imperial Russian dynasty of 
the Romanovs. And now, ever since 
he threw in his lot with Adolf Hit- 
ler in the more or less shadowy 
Russian-German alliance concluded 
last August, he is disclosing ambi- 
tions of territorial aggrandizement 
for his Russian realm which are 
reminiscent of the Romanovs in 
their most expansive and predatory 
moods, 

Under Lenin and Trotsky Russian 
aims to conquer other nations were 
ideological. Those ambitious bol- 
shevik chieftains dreamed of a 
world made Communistic by boring 
from within. Capitalism was to 
come crashing down all over the 
world as a result of the world-wide 
rise of Communism, which wag to 
sweep away all Governments not 
cut to the Moscow pattern and re- 
make the world into a Communistic 
paradise. 


Stalin Grasps Old Banner. 


But there was no thought of ac- 
tual military conquest. Cannon and 
bayonets seemed to Lenin and Trot- 
sky crude and outmoded weapons. 
Speeches were their infantry, prop- 
aganda their tanks, Karl Marx’s 
“Das Kapital” their heavy artillery. 

But Stalin has dropped all that. 
In four directions he is advancing 
to the attack under the old Ro- 
manov banner of militant imperial- 
ism, Czaristic Slogans,. discarded in 
Russia long ago, are heard once 
more on bolshevik lips. Russian 
troops are maching tcward goals 
ignored by the Kremlin‘ for a quar- 
ter of a century and more. 

Stalin’s occupation of Polish ter- 
ritory (formerly Russian) and his 
obvious desire to bring the Esto- 
nian, Latvian, Lithuanian and Fin- 
nish republics (also part of pre-war 
Russia) under Soviet domination— 
alarming as these moves undoubted- 
ly are—do not constitute the quad- 
druple threat which is causing dis- 
quiet in Europe and Asia. This 
quadruple threat is the Stalinist 
campaign against Scandinavia, Tur- 
key, the British Asiatic possessions, 
and the Far East. It was always 
part of the program of expansion 
envisaged by Romanov Russia. 


Motive of Turkey’s Policy 


First, Scandinavia: Newspapers 
speak of*designs by Stalin on North- 
ern Norway. That means a revival 
of the old Czaristic dream of a 
“warm water” Russian port on the 
Atlantic. Presumably, Stalin has 
his eye on Norwegian Narvik, long 
a ‘source of worry in pre-World War 


ing closer tv Britain and France, 
hoping for aid from them against 
Stalinist encroachment. 


Threat to British in India. 


Third Afghanistan: Within the 
last few weeks there have been re- 
curring rumors of a Russian de- 
sire to gain control over the Afghan 
state, which borders on India, thus 
reviving the old menace of Czarist 
Russia to British rule on the Indian 
Peninsula. That menace was very 
real half a century ago. It inspired 
Kipling’s famous story, “The Man 
That Was,” and his equally famous 
poem about “The Bear That Walks 
Like a Man.” The collapse of the 
Romanov empire under the blows 
of Bolshevism seemed to have end- 
ed it forever. Now Stalin hints that 
it is far from dead. 

Fourth, Manchuria: Will Stalin’s 
revival of Romanov expansion lead 
him to try to drive the Japanese 
out of their puppet state of Man- 
choukuo, created by them in Man- 
churia, formerly under Russia’s 
thumb? Will it make him attempt 
to Russianize China? There are 
signs that he has both of these 
goals in mind. 

In short, the Soviet dictator is 
acting like the old pre-war Russian 
expansionists. He is advancing 
with considerably more vigor than 
they usually showed. It would be 
quite appropriate for him to an- 
nounce to the world that he was a 
distant cousin of the Romanov dy- 
nasty and have himself crowned, 
amid dazzling imperial ceremony 
and pomp, as Joseph I, Czar of all

There are three great Powers 
which have a right to a voice in 
what happens in the Balkans and 
the Near East, according to the 
Boersen-Zeitung—Germany, Russia 
and Italy—and all three may be ex- 
pected to take an interest in Tur- 
key’s new policy. 

France and England “live in the 
hope, in spite of everything, of still 
being able to extend the theater of 
war,” the Boersen-Zeitung says, “of 
finding in Turkey a second Poland 
and of being able from there, via 
the Balkans or the Black Sea, to 
reach the goal which the west wall 
prevents them from reaching (on 
the Western front)... . 


“If England had a free hand there 
(in the Balkans and the Mediter- 
ranean) this pact would have exact- 
ly the same reaction as in North- 
eastern Europe,” the article goes on. 
“It could start a landslide in the 
Balkans and in the Near East by 
which, above all, the smaller states 
would be affected... . 


“Just as Poland, by its ‘ine into 
the encirclement-front of the West- 
ern Powers, destroyed the previous 
balance of power in Northeastern 
Europe, and thereby brought ten- 
sions alien to that area to the very 
doors of the Baltic capitals and, 
above all, caused-Soviet Russia to 
assert its claims speedily and pow- 
erfully as an Eastern European 
great Power, so does Turkey by 
opting for the Western Powers,

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A Plea for Peace. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
VERYWHERE Americans are asking, 
“What kind of war is this?” On 

the answer depends our future policy for 

peace.

Election at large not only makes it possible for 
one result in the ward to be upset by another result 
in the city-wide vote. It has had the effect of elim- 
inating an opposition voice in the Board of Alder- 
men, For years, the Republicans elected the Mayor 
and so named all the Aldermen. Since the Demo- 
cratic overturn, it has been just the reverse. Any 
opposition must now come from within the Mayor’s 
party. There is no opposition party representation. 
It is just as if all the members of Congress were of 
the party whose candidate wins the presidency. 

The issue is not at all academic. Last April, when 
Aldermen in the even-numbered wards were elected, 
the Sixth and Twelfth went Republican. Yet Demo- 
crats sit in the Board of Aldermen for those wards 
because the Democrats carried the city. Had the 
election been on a ward basis, several other wards, 
including Mayor Dickmann’s Fourteenth, probably 
would have gone Republican. Republican leaders 
knew the city-wide vote would control and so put 
little into the battle in terms of individual wards. 

When the Republicans were in control at the City 
Hall, the Democrats were strong for changing to ward 
election. They put the proposal in their State plat- 
forms. Time and again Senator Kinney sponsored 
it in the Legislature. Finally, they got it through, 
just about the time they came into power in St. 
Louis. Then they didn’t want what they had bought. 
The 2-to-1 mandate of St. Louisans has gone unheed- 
ed. The danger that a few Republican Aldermen will 
be elected is too great, and so the board turns a cold 
shoulder. 

Alderman Petersen of the Twenty-third Ward, who 
is sponsoring a bill to put the Charter change on the 
1940 primary ballot; probably thinks he’ can win in’ 
his ward as a Democrat, even if the city should go 
Republican. Alderman Lietchen of the Third Ward, 
who has unsuccessfully sponsored the submission bill 
in the past, knows full well that Senator Brogan’s 
ward goes Democratic, no matter how the city as a 
whole goes. 

Whatever their motives, the position of these Alder- 
men is sound and just. It is the only position that 
is fair to both parties and to the voters in the wards. 
If the Aldermen do not bestir themselves and sub- 
mit the Charter change, a movement to do it through 
initiative petition should be launched.

At home, Chamberlain and Daladier 
have shown not love but a positive con- 
tempt for democracy. Aftet Munich, 
Chamberlain silenced parliamentary op- 
position by saying, “At least members of 
totalitarian states donot foul their 
own nests!” This is symptomatic. 

Chamberlain studiously avoided elec- 
tions while his Munich policy was in 
chancery, and Daladier arbitrarily “post- 
poned” elections for two years. Chamber- 
lain high-handedly adjourned Parliament 
at the moment of crisis; and, though its 
members were loyally at the front, Dala- 
dier outlawed the Communist party which 
polied 6,000,000 votes in 1936, cavalierly 
ousting 800 municipal governments elect- 
ed by this party. 

Today, there is no suggestion of change 
in the subservient status of the Allies’ 
colonies, despite the Indian Congress’ re- 
quest for a democratic arrangement. 
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Clearly, Chamberlain and Daladier are 
no men to champion democratic institu- 
tions. What they have at stake is a 
commercial threat, the challenge of the 
rising German imperialism and the pro- 
tection and possible expansion with vic- 
tory, at the cost of their empires.

ON THE PROPAGANDA FRONT. 

Last Sunday we printed an editorial concerning 
the necessity for newspaper editors: and readers to 
be vigilantly on guard against propaganda in war- 
time. Two instances of the application of the rule 
occurred in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch. 

The first was a statement by Dr. Goebbels, German 
Minister of Propaganda, that Winston Churchill, First 
Lord of the British Admiralty, had ordered the sink- 
ing of the British liner Athenia. Dr. Goebbels 
charged that Churchill did this with the object of 
bringing Amerita. into..the European war.’ The 
Post-Dispatch headline over this dispatch read: “Dr. 
Goebbels Hits New High in Propaganda.” The 
Goebbels method in accusing the English of scuttling 
one of their own ships is reminiscent of the familiar 
strategy of certain unscrupulous ‘criminal lawyers. 
who, unable to present evidence favorable to their 
clients, center their attack on the State’s witnesses 
-—put the State’s witnesses on trial, so to speak.

» tainly have to defend it against the 
Americas themselves and the allies 
they would seek. The 16 American 
states not belonging to the United 
States of America are more jnti- 
mately tied, culturally and econom- 
ically, to Europe than they are to 
us. Although we are the largest 
single sellers in the South Ameri- 
can markets, we are by no 
means the largest buyers. For 
South America and Canada, with 
the exception of coffee, lumber and 
certain metals, produce the very 
things of which we have a surplus 
and compete with us in our own 
markets. 

Inasmuch as we have not yet 
been able to deal with our own ag- 
ricultural surpluses, or to find a 
way of putting a cotton shirt on 
the cotton grower’s back and suf- 
ficient sheets on his bed, we are 
biting off a terrific problem. 


But the whole idea is illusory— 
namely, that we would be allowed 
to pre-empt 30 per cent of the earth 
a8 our domain, and that one of 
the richest and emptiest parts of it. 
The geo-political theories, of which 
the Colonel has given an American 
interpretation, also include the pop- 
ulation-pressure problem. 

The envisioned Germanic era will 
be active in colonizing the rest of 
the earth with the “inferior” races 
that it i. intended to comb out of 
Europe. 

If Germany wins the war in Eu- 
rope, Germany still hasn't suffi- 
cient “living space,” because Eu- 
rope as a whole is crowded. If 
Russia and Japan monopolize Asia,

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and Italian and Spanish needs have 
to be taken care of, where will the 
new Europe look for Lebensraum? 
It will turn to this hemisphere 
again, as it has in the past. 

The whole of Europe, exclusive of 
Russia, lives on a territory 30 per 
cent smaller than tho area of the 
United States, let alone the West- 
ern Hemsiphere, which is five times 
as large. And In Western Europe 
live twice as many people as in the 
vhole Western Hemisphere, and 
more than three*times as Many as 
in the United States. And they are 
just as smart as we are. 

Overcrowded Europe will not re- 
linquish its influences in the West- 
ern Hemisphere without a fight. 
And Europe all together, and espe- 
cially organized under German mil- 
itary, socialism, would be strong 
enough to wreck us, militarily and 
economiéally. They 
wreck us economically by free and 
fair competition, but théy could 
wreck us, as Germany tk-eatens to 
wreck Europe, by revolution, force 
and the ruthless undercutting of 
prices made possible by militarized 
labor. 

The prophets who indulge the 
comforting, if gruesome, thought 
that after this war Europe will be 
finished, that no one can win the 
war and that Europe will be eco- 
nomically bankrupt and_ thereby 
no longer a menace, seem unable to 
make deductions from even the 
most recent and obvious facts. The 
most threatening people in the 
world are not the most prosperous, 
the so-called “haves,” but the most 
economically weak, the so-called 
“have nots.”

In 1919, after a long war and a 
disastrous defeat, Germany was 
bankrupt. In 1923, after a gargan- 
tuan inflation, Germany was bank- 
rupt again. In 1933, when Hitler 
came into power, Germany had had 
three years of terrible depression, 
and was bankrupt again. She is 
still bankrupt. 

But that has not prevented her 
from building the most formidable 
military establishment of any single 
nation, and doing it without money. 
Her bankruptcy, on the contrary, 
has furnished her with the incen- 
tive and argument for aggrandize- 
ment, and has compelled an eco- 
nomic policy parasitic on the na- 
tions with money, and one which 
undermines their living standards 
and their economies. 

She needs raw materials and gets 
them by blackmail, force and by

CHAIRMAN SAYS ALL 
BROKE SOME LAW 


Asserts He Has Evidence 
Against Every Fascist 
and Communist Chief in 


the U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP).— 
Chairman Dies asserted today that 
the House committee investigating 
un-Americanism possessed evidence 
which would permit the prosecution 
of every Fascist and Communist 
leader in the United States. 

“There isn’t a leader of any of 
these Fascist or Communist organi- 
zations,” he said at a committee 
hearing, “who hasn't violated some 
penal law.” 

Died made the assertion in an- 
nouncing that Attorney-General 
Murphy had assigned a special staff 
to act on the committee’s request 
yesterday that action be taken 
against leaders of the Communist 
party and the German-American 
Bund “for failure to register” under 
the Alien Registration Law. 

“All facts will be submitted by 
our committee (to the Justice De- 
partment) forthwith.” he said. “If 
they agree in our statement tha‘ 


the laws are being violated, the ‘us- 


tice Department is going to take 
action.” 

League for Peace. 

Dies characterized activities of 
the American league for peace and 
democracy in the capital today as 
a “systematic effort to penetrate 
the Government by an organization 
that is under the Communists.” 

Dr. Harry F. Ward, national head 
of the league, said flatyl on the 
committee’s witness stand yester- 
day that his organization was not 
Communist-controlled, although 
readily agreeing the league had 
some Communist members. 

‘Dies read from what he said 
were minutes of the executive com- 
mittee of the league’s Washington 
chapter and other documents tak- 
en from the league's files. Some 
excerpts: 

“Get list of friendly Congress- 
men and have teas and luncheons 
for them.

“Very few,” Hen- 
s0n replied. 

After the witness said he had 
been a long-time student of Marx- 
ism and Leninism, J. B. Matthews, 
committee investigator, 
into a recital of criteria by which 
Communist front organizations are 
kaown.

“Turkey, by its opting for one of 
the belligerent parties, compromises 
the neutrality and peace of the Bal- 
kans and the Black Sea so long as 
the true Balkan states fail to draw 
and act upon the logical implica- 
tions and conclusions of this betray- 
al on Turkey’s part... 

“If Rumania finds itself in a spe- 
cial position in this connection, this 
results from the special circum- 
stances. Even before the Polish 
war the English-French guarantee 
of Rumania had aroused the dis- 
trust of the Axis Powers. Good 
friends advised Rumania even then 
to avoid giving even an appearance 
of ill will. 

“This appearance has not become 
more innocent as a result of Ru- 
mania’s being explicitly named in 
the new Turkish pact. It is even 
to be supposed that the appear- 
ance of Rumania in this diplomatic- 
strategic position will arouse also 
the distrust of a third great power.” 

The Boersen-Zeitung then refers 
‘to the disapproval of the new pact 
voiced in the Izvestia of Moscow 
and Il Giornale d'Italia of Rome 
and concludes: 

“The rest can be left to unalter- 
able geopolitical laws and to the 
protection of their vital interests 
by the three great Powers which 
are competent in those regions. 


Divergent Views. 

This ominous warning comes at 
a time when the political front in 
‘the present war is as hard to an- 
‘alyze and understand as the West- 
ern land front. There are a good 
‘many schools of thought as to the 
‘trend both political and military 
‘events may be expected to take in 
‘the near future, but no two schools 
agree and none seems to merit un- 
qualified credence. 

One school believes in the theory 
of a war in Southeastern Europe in 
the near future—Russia, Bulgaria 
and Hungary, and possibly Ger- 
‘many, against Turkey and Ruma- 
nia, 

A second school pooh-poohs the 
idea of a war in the East and in- 
sists that major action is to be ex- 
pected in the near future in the 
West—possibly a direct attack by 
land, sea and air on England it- 
self. This school argues that «Ger- 
many is delighted by the transport 
of British troops to France because 
that leaves just so many fewer to 
defend England itself. 

A third school believes there are 
not going to be any major land or

‘perhaps not at all in the present 
war, and that each side will confine 
its operations to attempts to starve 
the other out by blockades and

BLARYNYE CRITICISM. 
OF PRAYER FOR KIN 


Unfortunate Roosevelt Posed 
for Picture With Pastor 
Later, Missourian Says. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP).— 
Senator Nye (Rep.), North Dakota, 
joined Senator Clark of Missouri 
yesterday in criticising a prayer 
offered Sunday at the St. James 
Episcopal Church in Hyde Park, 
N. Y., when President Roosevelt 
was among the worshipers. The 
Rev. Frank R,. Wilson had prayed 
that the King of England be 
strengthened. 

Nye declared that “there would 
have been criticism throughout the 
country” if a German Lutheran 
minister had prayed that Hitler. be 
strengthened. 

Clark was directly critical of the 
President. : 

“I cannot refrain,” he said, “from 
referring to some of the things that 
have already gone on tending te 
show an absolute lack of neutrality 
on the part of the Government, of 
some of those in high position. 


“I refer to the action of the 
President on yesterday, Sunday, be- 
ing present at a service, having 
his picture taken with. the pastor, 
who had been praying for the tri- 
umph of the King of Great Britain 
over all of his antagonists.” 

The prayer in question was read 
from a Canadian prayer book. 
Clark said it would be a good idea 
to read from an historic prayer 
book at Williamsburg, Va., in which 
the passage “God Save the King” 
had been deleted and “God Save 
the President” written in. 

“I pray for a real neutrality,” 
Clark said. 

When Senator Barkley asked 
whether Clark attached very much 
importance to the incident, the 
Missouri Senator said he didn't 
think the President should have 
gotten up “and walked out of the 
church,” but at the same time he 
contended that the posing for pho- 
tographs was unfortunate. 

“It seems to me,” remarked Sen- 
ator Lee (Dem.), Oklahoma, “that 
some Senators are worrying more 
about a preacher praying for Great 
Britain than they are about Hitler 
preying on Poland.”

Two years ago Germany 
launched its own whaling fleet. 
But now this fleet cannot get out 
to the ocean whaling waters. The 
price of whale oil meantime has 
gone up from 15 to 45 pounds 
sterling ($60 to $180) in Norway). 
It appears that the Germans are 
to get very little. It is recalled that 
during the last war that, supple- 
mentary to the blockade, Great Brit- 


gian herring export crop and de- 
stroyed what it did not need. 
Sugar seems sufficient for the 
present. Coffee and tea are vir- 
tually nonexistent for the German 
public,

Reef in Gale; Crew Saved 


Five Sailing Tai Ping to Seattle Reach 
- Canadian Wilderness and Are Rescued, 
This Time by Fisherman. 


OCEAN FALLS, B. C., Oct. 24 
(AP).—A new chapter in the odys- 
sey of the barnacled Chinese junk 
Tai Ping was disclosed today. 
Heading south from Quatsino 
Sound on Vancouver Island, it was 
blown 120 miles north of its, start- 
ing point by a howling gale. Then 
it was driven upon a reef, tearing 
a hole amidships, near desolate 
Princess Royal Island. Capt. John 
Anderson, his wife and three crew; 
men abandoned ship. After three 
days in a wilderness, they were res- 
cued. 

The Tai Ping recently completed 
a Pacific crossing of more than 100 
days, on which it encountered pi- 
rates and a typhoon. The crew was 
near starvation but.a, passing boat 
replenished its supplies when the 
60-foot craft seemed in easy reach 
of Seattle. 

Then came the storm—‘“worst I 
ever saw,” declared Capt. Ander- 


n. , 

“We took all sails down and threw 
out a sea anchor, but were driven 
northward. In 21 hours we drifted 


120 miles. The rain was torrential. 

“From Sunday to Tuesday, Oct. 
15-17, all hands were on the wheel 
without food.” 


Things were better for a while, 
but when the gale revived, “all 
hands already had packed up pro- 
visions, with each man assigned a 
canvas bag with 30 pounds. When 
I gave the order, they were to throw 
the sacks ashore and jump after. 

“We finally made our way ashore 
and slept in the woods that night. 
Next day we looked around and 
thought we were in a wilderness 
with no hope of rescue, 

“For three days we worked on 
a raft and had it practically com- 
pleted, when, on the twenty-second, 
we saw a fish packer come into 
sight. We lighted a huge bonfire 
on the beach which attracted the 
fisherman, and he picked us up. 

“We expect to repair the junk, 
which is not badly damaged, and 
continue our voyage tv Seattle.’

to blackout accidents in sufficient 
numbers, even without street cars 
and automobiles to help them. Pe- 
destrians bump into each other and 
fall into obstructions and excava- 
tions with appalling and painful 
frequency. 

Building scaffoldings, piles of ma- 
terials and other hazards are all 
supposed to be marked by red lan- 
terns, but a good many of them are 
not marked at all and more than 
one broken arm or leg or wrenched 
back has resulted. One citizen re- 
cently walked intO an automatic 
cigarette vending machine with 
such force that he fractured his 
skull and died. 


Phosphorescent Tags. 


Berliners have adopted two chief 
defenses against the perils of the 
blackout—they wear phosphores- 
cent tags, buttons and other 
strange devices which reveal their 
own presence at a distance of sev- 
eral feet and they have armed 
themselves with’ flashlights. . 

The phosphorescent devices do a 
good deal to mitigate the dangers 
of the darkness and seem to have 
no disadvantages. Flashlights, 
though, have serious disadvantages 
and have caused a good deal of 
damage al] their own. 

For one thing, there is a shortage 
of batteries in Germany, so flash- 
lights have their distinct limita- 
tions. For another thing, unreflec- 
tive citizens have developed the 


other people’s faces, thereby effec- 
tively blinding the others for two 
or three whole minutes. 

And—most serious of all—several 
accidents have been caused in rail- 
way stations because a good many 
people shrouded their flashlights in 
red or green paper or cloth and 
waved them around near trains, 
where the engineers mistook them 
for signals and stopped and started 
their trains accordingly. 

All in all, there seem to have 
been more casualties as a result of 
blackouts in Europe so far than 
there have been on the Western 
front.
